The leading events this evening will

The wheat 
can then be milled here and shipped 
out in manufactured form more cheap- 
ly, through low and easy grades to the 
coast, than any other way.

Grows Daily in Alberta 


No Less Than Two Hundred Picture Films Weekly Supplied to Houses 
in Province—Many Productions Censored in Office 
Newly Opened in Parliament Building. 


No less than 200 moving picture 
films a week are supplied to moving 
picture houses In Alberta by four mov- 
ing picture film exchanges which have 
been established in the province. In 
addition, many films are supplied by 
exchanges operating outside the prov- 
ince, The popularity of the “movies” 
continues to grow daily and the de- 
mand for films 1s enormous. 

This demand involves the necessity 
of close, inspection of all the films, as | 
it is inevitable that with managers of) 
moving picture houses clamoring for 
pictures, that some films of an unde- 
sirable type are sent out. The Al- 
berta board of censors have now an 
office in the old parliament buildings 
In the city und all films which are to 
be exhibited in the provinos are first} 
submitted to the board. There is a) 
heavy penalty for the exhibition of | 
unauthorized films and the films are} 
also Hable to be confiscated. 

During the past few days, the Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba boards of | 
censors have decided to amalgamate. |

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RAILWAY COMMISSION VERDICT 
LOOKS LIKE VICTORY FOR THE WEST 
If the railway rates decision of the board of railway commlis- 
sioners really means what it appears in the dispatches to Se 
Edmonton is to enjoy a tremendous advantage as the result of the 
findings, and Alberta as a whole stands to benetit immensely. Ne 
In the examination, which has been under way actively since 
1914, although the case was actually-inaugurated by the protest at 
Vancouver in 1904, Edmonton and Alberta have been very importan 
factors. In M. K. Cowan, the agricultural interests of the provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan have been represented by probably the 
most efficient counsel that could have been 


found in the Dominion,

Another of the surprises is the comment of the board tha ne 
fact that eastern freight rates are upon the whole lower than in the 
west cannot be construed: to constitute a grievance or discrimination 
against the west, as, so the board appears to think, the west enjoys, 
through lower rates to tidewater, a very large part of the benefits 
of the lower rate. Upon the validity of this conclusion the western 
shipper will be skeptical, to say the least. = ee 

The parts of the findings which are oi tremendous importance 0 
Edmonton, however, have nothing to do either with the theory of 
freight rates or with the eastern rate, but are made up of the fact 
that Edmonton is recognized as a distribution centre, that coal rates 
are materially reduced and that the principle is set down that in no 
case is the local rate on wheat and flour te be higher than the fur- 

ierance rate ower the same section of road. 

is SAE On BIS case, in the original, revolved around the fact that 
upon a large volume of traffic the through rate from the Great Lakes 
or the east to Edmonton. was higher than the rate from_ the same 
eastern or lake point to Winnipeg added to the local rate from Win- 
nipeg on to Edmonton, The effect of this arrangement W as 
to make Winnipeg the distributing centre not only for practically 
all the country between Winnipeg and here, but also to give Winni- 
peg jobbers a chance to break into Edmonton trade in competition 
with jobbers doing business right in_ the city. Che ruling of the 
board abolishes this, and, by making Edmonton a distributing centre, 
fixes the trade so that Edmonton becomes incontrovertibly the com- 
mercial capital of the largest and best agricultural area on the North 
American continent, The effect will be a tremendous expansion of 
Edmonton’s wholesaleing and manufacturing business, and will effect 
an enormous saving to the merchants in the tributary territory. 

By the reduction of the coal rate Edmonton also stands to profit 
enormously. Heretofore coal rates from the head of the lakes have 
been sufficiently low to permit Ohio coal to come away west into the 
prairies until the eastern prdouct was sold within a few miles of the 
Edmonton field. There was a reason for this, of course, which was 
that the railways sought a return tarffic to counterbalance the wheat 
export, But the effect was to limit the area in which the product 
of the Edmonton coal fields was paramount, By the reduction of 
the coal rate from Edmonton east, Edmonton’s coal market is now 
to be enormously enlarged, and the effect will be to immensely 
Increase the scope of the coal mining ‘busines in the country immedi- 
sicly tributary to Edmonton. 3 : 

“The third feature of great importance to Edmonton is the pro- 
vision which limits railways to charging the same rate for a local 
haul on wheat and flour as the furtherance rate, Sitting, as this city 
does, opposite the Yellowhead pass, which furnishes the only practical 
gateway to the Pacific and the Panama, the effect of this provision 
Will be to make this the great milling and wheat-converging point of 
the west. Wheat grown anywhere within two or even three hundred 
miles of this city may be shipped to Edmonton, milled here or cleaned 
and classified and shipped on to the Coast for export at a rate which 
will be no higher than the through rate from the prmiary point to the 
coast. The possibilities for Edmonton contained in this provision 
will be appreciated by those who have had to do with the grain busi- 
ness and the milling industry. Next to Winnipeg, it should make 
Edmonton the greatest wheat city in the Dominion. { 

These are the features of the report which are of tremendous 
importance to Edmonton and which can be depended upon to work 
out an enormous increase in Edmonton’s business and population. 

The feature which will be of the greatest interest to the farmers 
of Alberta is the provision which extends the Manitoba standard to 
cover the entire west. To Alberta grain exporters this is going to 
mean an aggregate saving which, with the growth of the country, 
will eventually mean millions of dollars per annum. — 

Just what the practical working effects of the railway com- 
mission’s findings will be, of course, cannot be exactly defined until 
after they actually go into effect in September. But, judged from 
the text, it looks as though the western provinces, and particularly 
the city of Edmonton, had scored a great victory.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION 
ON THE COMPENSATION ACT 

A yery important decision given by Justice Beck in the supreme 
court en banc in Calgary and concurred in by all the other justices 
present sets out a precedent which is due to become of enormous 
importance to the workingmen of the province of Alberta. — : 

In the case in point, an Italian laborer who had sustained in- 
juries in a coal mine and who had sued for compensation, found 
himself confronted with a decision of the lower court which declared 
that he must guarantee costs. As the Italian was penniless, the effect 
was to put him out of court. Friends of the Italian took up the 
case and appéaled to the supreme court. The supreme court’s 
decision is that under the compensation act the plaintiff cannot be 
called upon to guarantee costs. 

So this is the law in the province of Alberta. And the work- 
ingiman who sustains injury cannot be deprived of an opportunity to 
recover compensation through the fact that he may have no money. 

This decision of Judge Beck’s should bé framed by the laboring | 
men and placed alongside the Magna Charta. It means more to 
them.

The de- 
fendant applied for an order granting 
him security of costs from the plain- 
tiff. This application was heard be- 
fore his honor Judge McNeill, and the 
order for security of costs granted. 
Caesarini was not in a position to guar- 
antee costs, and the case might have 
been permitted to drop if some friends 
had not taken the matter up and pre- 
pared an appeal for the supreme court 
en bane, They consulted a number of 
barristers and found that the majority 
were of the opinion that a ruling that 
required the applicant for redress un- 
der the workmen's compensation act 
to guarantee the costs of his employer 
—or former employer—would nullify 
the good of the act and was contrary 
to the intention of the act. 
Appeal Is Entered, 

Accordingly the appeal was entered 
before the supreme court en bane and 
the appeal was unanimously allowed 
by the judges, His lordship, Mr, 
Justice Beck, delivered the judgment, 
which was concurred in by Chief Jus- 
tice Harvey, Mr. Justice Scott, Mr, 
Justice Simmons, The other member 
of the Alberta judiciary, Mr, Justice 
Walsh, was not present, 

After quoting from a number of au- 
thorities, Mr, Justice Beck's decision 
was as follows: “The implication of an 
intention to exclude the practise relat- 
ing to security for costs is in my mind 
unyuestionable, This conclusion, too, 
is I think in clear accordance with the 
pelicy of the workmen's compensation 
act. The obvious purpose of the act 
is to assist a class of persons who it is 
to be supposed are poor people of little, 
if any, means—either those who have 
themselves met with accidents which 
either wholly or partially incapacitated 
them from earning their Ivelihood or 
those as poor, dependant upon them; 
and to provide this assitance by a 
procedure much less formal and intri- 
cate and much less expensive than that 
perhaps necessarily required in rela- 
tion to the determination of ordinary 
disputes 

For the reasons indicated, I think the 
appeal should e allowed with costs, 
with the result that the order for se- 
curity for costs will be set aside with 
costs."
